D. C. REYNOLDS said that the individual in charge of the 
store appeared to be more interested in directing a tirad 
against Jews and Negros than in selling books. This individual 
mentioned to REYNOLDS that the bookstore was sponsoring a 
lecture series and General BONNER FELLERS of For America 
was mentioned as one of the speakers. REYNOLDS was also 
given a circular entitled "For America." 

Records of the Central Permit Section, District of 
Columbia, Department of Licenses and Inspections, as checked 
in April, 1956, reflect that the Cadmus Bookstore, 1246 
Wisconsin Avenue, N. W., Washington, D. C., was owned and /
